AN AERKST. 


It was learned yesterday that »u un- 


known negro had been in the habit of 
sleeping in an empty box car near the 
water works. It was planned to arrest 
the fellow, and last night Officers Imbo- 
den, Mutherspaugh and Williamson went 
to the oar and placed the negro under 
arrest. He does not answer tho descrip- 
tion, of the party who assaulted Mrs. 
Vest, but he was brought to the city and 
put in jail, to be held until he is thor- 
oughly investigated. He gave a straight 
account ot himself 


A DETAILED AOCOTJM. 


A REPUBLICAN representative who VIB- 


j ited the scene of the crime soon after ite 


courreno«, gives this account of the 
ffair: 
Yesterday morning about 11 o'clock a 
egro assaulted and raviebed Mrs. Wm. 
~eet at her home 2 miles northwest of 
Mt. Zion. 
The home at which it occurred is a 
mall building with an outside door to 
ach room facing the road on the touth 
nd a imall shed room on the north with 
n outside door. The front room on the 
•eat end is used as (he family room and 
tie one on the east us kitohen and the 
bed room being used as a kind ot store 
oom. 
The wagon road passes the house on 
tie south side running east and west, but 
urns a little distance east of the house 
nd goea south 
There is another road coming from the 
lorth and joining the road running east 
nd wesl a little distance west of the 
louse 
Ihese roads are not much used and 
he nearest, neighbors are Mr. Hornbaok's 
ho live ubout one-half mile dislanl on 
he road running south and Mr. Travis' 
wno live about the same distance on the 
oiel from the north. 


To the east of the house is a pasture 


or a little iliBtance and then commences 
he woods and creek bottoms, which are 
overed with underbrush and extend 
outh almost to Mr. Hornbaok'sj place, 
and some distnnoe east and on north and 
west 10 the rivar with an occasional neld 
or clearing in cultivation 
The country 


s broken and billy for some distance 
around 
Mrs Vest was alone with her 


child, a little girl about two years old, 
ler hut bund being a,?ay at work and 
not going to be at home for dinner. 


Mrs. Vest was Bitting at the eouth door 


if the west room sewing, when she wae 
suddenly confronted by the negro who 
asked for something to eat, she told him 
she had nothing for him, then he asked 
or a drink and she told him to go to the 
jump on the etst Bide of the house 
He 


vent around there and the little child 
started to go out doors when the mother 
itop;>ed it and picked it up and placed it 
jack in the room on a chair, just then 
:he negro appeared again and with a 
irutal and insulting remark seized her 
jy the throat and began to tear her 
clothing from her and to force her to the 
loor 
Mrs Vest IB a very small woman 


and was almost powerless in the g-aep of 
;he brute, but she struggled as best she 
could but the fiend ouoked her until 
she said she thought she would die and 
'oroed her to the lioor an 1 accomplished 
us hellish onrpope 


He then brought her to her fuet and 


still held her, and she m piteous tones 
aegged him to release her, promising to 
give money if she could find any if he 
would go away 
He let go of her and 


she ran through the house and out at the 
oaok door and started for the road when 
the inhuman brute caught her again in 
the yard, and after another desperate 
struggle the poor woman managed to get 
away from him and started down the 
road south to Hornbaok's 
The negro 


pursued her a short distance and then 
turned and made for the woods. 


The almn \, crazed woman, with her 


clothes torn from her, r»u stumbling and 
screaming down the road and met Mr 
Hornbaok near bis house and managed 
to make him understand what had hap. 
pened, and he immediately went back 
with her to her house 


The poor little child was still sitting 


in the chair where it hud been placec 
and where it hnd witneeeed lie motht-r'a 
horrible BttURK' 
ei B"d dB soon as Mr 


Hornback entered tl •* child knew him 
and lisped ' Nigger fr j" mamma down 


After securing i thi r clothing for the. 


mother Mr. Hornb-ick took her and the 
child bark to his house, where, as soon as 
she was able, she related the whole horri- 
ble experience to Mr Hornback's family 
In the meantime Ihe alarm had been 
given and spread rapidlj, and soon men 
with gnne, on horseback and on foot 
were scouring the woodi and surround 
ing country. The negro had about hal: 
an hour the stait and doubtless mad< 
good use of it, ae up to the present h< 
has not been found 
The searohers firs' 


thought he was in hid nat in the woodi 
and aie still looking for him, but it may 
be possible that he kept going and 
farther away 


Mrs Vest thinks she could iderjlity 


him, and described him as rather shor 
and wearing dark clothes, had a mous 
tache, and bis hair cut close. He evi 
dently had on an old pair of very larg 
shoes, as tracks have been found meae 
nnng 12 inches and appearing as thongl 
the heel was oft of the shoe 
Other pat 


ties who Eiaw him pass on the road befor 
the outrage occurred defaoribe him a 
wearing an old black slouch hat, am 
breeches patched in two places in 
Beat with different colored cloth.

The Paris Gazette's Ideal. 


The Tariff Reform clnb submitted to 


the public its tsriff bill, which it is un- 
derstood will be in line with the legisla- 
tion of the coming congress. Duties 
have been, on many commodities, cut in 
two, while the estimated revenue* with 
snob n measure are not greatly dimin- 
ished.—ZVie Paris Gazette. 


If the amount of duty paid on imported 


goods is added to the price of the goods 
to the consumer, and also advances the 
price of the like article made by our own 
manufacturer!!, and that advance in price 
goes into the manufacturers pocket, ac- 
cording to the Democratic theory of a 
tariff, how can such a tariff be submitted 
by a Tariff Reform club in justice to the 
people? It, as the Democrats claim, a 
tariff on imported manufactures, the like 
of which we produce at home ia "legal- 
ized robbery" as to our home made 
goods, how oan the Democratic party 
justify the act of continuing the robbery 
in the degree proposed when the fruit of 
that robbery goes into the pockets of our 
own manufacturers? Surely, if Demo- 
crats were right in saying that the labor- 
ing man ought to be emancipated from 
tariff robbery, it ie not right to release 
him to the extent of one dollar out ot a 
two dollar robbery and continue to rob 
him as to the other dollar. 


But this reform club tariff bill, the 


Gazette tells us, while it reduces the 
duties 50 per cwnt., "the revenues will 
not be greatly diminished." Well, if the 
out of 50 per cent will not diminish the 
revenue, then it must follow thnt twice 
as many manufactures must be imported, 
ae DOW, to make the aggregate amount 
collected from duties as large as when 
the duties were twice as high. This 
means thut this increase in the amount 
of imported manufactures from abroad 
will misplace an equal amount that our 
own manufactories are now producing 
and selling in this market. This would, 
of course, mean the closing of many fac- 
tories here and throwing many of our 
workmen out of employment; and in 
addition to this the closing of our fac- 
tories would remove them from the field 
ot competition which would result in the 
increase of the price of goods to the con- 
sumer, including the labormgmen out of 
work. 


If the Gazette is correct in Its notion 


ae to what the result of this proposed 
reduction of tariff duties will be on the 
revenue, then the result of the bill, if it 
becomes a law, upon the laboringmen 
and the factories in our country, must be 
as above stated and it ought to be enti- 
tled a bill for an sot to inj are American 
industries and American labor and build 
up those of Great Britain. 


The facts are that not one of those 


who make up the tariff reform clnb of 
New York knows or cares anything about 
the laboringmen ot America. What they 
expect is to get cheaper goods and they 
don't care whether that comes by the 
way of starving and idle American work- 
men or not. 


Wild Oat Banks. 


Congressman Gates, of Alabama says: 
Banking, like any other business, ought 


to be controlled by loom needs and in- 
fluences. It ;s no more the province of 
the general government to say how many 
notes a banker shall issue than it would 
be for it to undertake to say how many 
notes of hand a grocer or a manufacturer 
should issue. 
In both cases it is for the 


man himself to decide, and then for his 
customers to determine whether his 
credit warrants the amount of paper he 
has put out. 
Tne south holds to the 


state rights doctrine in this mater, and is 
justified m doing so. 


Congressman Breckinridge of Ken- 


tucky eaye: 


As to the repeal of the state bank tax, 


I have always favored it. The Demo- 
cratic party is committed to it in its plat- 
form. The founders ot this government 
never intended that congress should exer- 
cise its taxing power for any pnrposa but 
to raise necessary revenue. It is uncon- 
stitutional to use this powfir to punish or 
to prohibit. The tax on the circulation 
of a; ate banks prohibits the use of such 
currency, and therefore brings no reve- 
nue into the treasury. This is directly 
contrary to the intent ot our wise fore- 
fathers, and I shall be glad of an oppor- 
tunity of voting to repeal this law,

An Opinion About Pensions. 
Representative Cogswell of Massachu- 


setts gave out the folllowing opinion, a 
few days since, ae to what the present 
administration is doing and will do as to 
pensions: 


I have become convinced that it is tue 


deliberate purpose of the Democratic 
officials in the Department of the Inte- 
rior virtually to nullify the dependent 
pension law. The Democrats uid not 
dare to come into Congress and vote to 
repeal that law, and they have set out to 
accomplish, by indirection—by evasions 
and circumlocution—what they lacked 
the courage to do openly and directly. 
I say that this is their purpose, and that 
they are engaged even now in carrying it 
out. If there has bean a single pension 
certificate issued under the disability act 
for the benefit of any person in any dis- 
trict since March 4,1 have not been ad- 
vised of it, and the fact has escaped my 
observation, but I have been notified of 
a number of oases of rejection and refu- 
sals to reopen cases. Some three months 
ago I went over the testimony in a lot 
of oases m which the people of my dis- 
trict are interested, and was informed by 
the examiner .who went ovir them with 
me that many of them were complete 
and would be referred to the Board of 
Review for final action, which would be 
had in two or three months. When I 
inquired about these oeeee a few days 
ago I was informed that further evi- 
dence had been called for, such as rela- 
ted to the credibility of witnesses, etc. 
Further and more specific inquiries have 
convinced me that every excuse is being 
made to postpone, and if possible pre- 
vent, the final adjudication of oases un- 
der the disability act, and to reject and 
refuse to reopsn as many oases as pos- 
sible. Every possible obstacle ia thrown 
in the way of the applicants; one re- 
quirement is no sooner answered than a 
new one ia imposed, an1 the entire pro- 
ceeding is outrageous. 


Climate and .Longevity, 


On the 30th ot June of last year there 


were on the peneion rolls twenty-two 
widows of men who took part in the revo- 
lutionary war, though the oldest of the 
widows must have become a wife long 
after the war WHS ended. Seven of the 
twenty-two wero over 90 years ot age on 
the day mer.tioned; two of them, one o 
whom Ime since died, had passed their 
hundredth year; six were more than 80, 
but lees than 90 years of age, and the 
youngest on the list was near to her 
seventy-fifth birthday. 


Only ten of the twenty ladies are resi- 


dents of the southern states, three being 
from Tennessee, three from Virginia, two 
from Georgia, one from Kentucky, and 
one from North Carolina; two of the ten 
belong to the younger group of ladies, 
who are but in their seventies. Of the 
centenarians one is credited to Pennsyl- 
vania and one to" Virginia; the two who 
were rated at 92 years belong to Illinois 
and to the state ot Washington; of the 
three who had celebrated their ninety- 
first birthdays two have flourished in the 
black climate of Vermont and one in the 
scarcely less trying temperature of New 
York. In fact, the southern states claim 
but one of the ten ladies whose ages 
range between 90 and 100. These figures 
certainly do not argue against the severe 
climates of the northern states.

First, the tariff law 
had nothing to do with the passage of 
the dependent pension law, aa may be 
aeen from the foot that a similar law was 
passed in 1887 daring Cleveland's first 
arm and was vetoed by him. This was 
wfora the MoKinley law was thought of. 
Deoond, it is not a service pension act. 
A service pension is a pension that is 
given every man who was in the service, 
regardless of his abilities or disabilities. 
Ct was a service pension that Congress- 
man Springer and other Democratic 
aaders played they favored when they 
opposed the passage of the disability 
pension bill in 1890. A service pension 
aw would require mord money to meet 
t than the disability bill requires,so that 
their months should be stopped, if they 
were honest men, from claiming that tne 
expenditures under the disability act is a 
robbery; and this also stops the mouth 
of the Review in its effort to shift the 
appellation of robber from the soldier 
tiimself to the Republican party. Hence 
every fair-minded citizen in this commu- 
nity must hold that the Review, in jus- 
tice to itself emd its party, should name 
the pensioners who are robbers in this 
community.

He attended to his work regu- 
larly since the war nntil about a year 
ago he abandoned nil that whioh Hoke 
Smith fells ''manual labor," because the 
boon of hia leg rotted to such aa txtent 
tbiit it Ml upwrt and dargled utterly 
u-ble'-a and h'ld to be amputated. Thnt 
coin "nde r.cver exhibited his disability 
and LO oce who had not seen it could 
have any idea of ita extent. But in 
spite of theeo facts the Review proposes 
to pubheli a list and set the "taxpayers' 
in judgment upon its character. O: 
course, after this has been done, the neil

Ex-Mayor A. B. Dimond was shot and 


almost instantly killed by his partner, 
David Miller, yesterday afternoon about 
4 o'clock, in their office at Aroola. Miller 
and Dimond bed been partners in tbe 
insurance business for some time. They 
had trouble over a settlement, and after 
some threats both drew a revolver and 
commenced firing. Dimond was shot 
twice through the breast, and Miller was 
shot in the hand. -They then olinohedi 
when G. W. Dimond, brother of the ex- 
mayor, sprang forward and separated 
them. Miller immediately left the room, 
but made no attempt to escape, and was 
soon after arreeted and looked up. 


Dimond vnis laid [on the floor and 


physician summoned, but all efforts to 
save him were fruitless, and he died in 
about ten minutes. He was one of the 
leading men of the town, and up to the 
spring election was mayor. He was an 
old soldier and an ex-oommander of the 
Q. A. B. poat of this city. Miller is also 
a prominent citizen. He has a wife and 
three children. l)imond leaves a large 
family, several of the children being 
grown. He was personally well known 
to a number of Peoatnr business men

The words lunch and luncheon have 


been very much discussed, and great 
difference of opinion expressed regard- 
ing their significance. Sorno authorities 
consider them synonymous, others that 
their real meaning is far fiom the same. 
Mrs. Dahlgi cilia her book upon "Social 
Life in Washington," frankly said that 
she "desired to present unsettled points 
and disputed questions that by inter- 
change of opinion some settled basis 
might bo established." 


The accepted meaning of lunch, as 


present authorities decide, is a meal 
prepared to be taken with and partaken 
of by members of the household going 
out for a day's pleasure or business or 
informally eaten at home by the family 
at midday. 


Luncheon signifies a form of enter- 


tainment given after breakfast and be- 
fore the evening dinner hour. It is a 
meal of compliment and more frequent- 
ly extended to ladies alone, gentlemen 
seldom being included in the invita- 
tions. 


It is less formal than a dinner, there- 


fore the invitations need not be given 
until a week previous to the date fixed' 
upon and the hostess can write them 
herself or have them engraved as she 
chooses. Note form is considered more 
elegant for luncheon than cards and 
they should read like the one given be- 
low:

FOSTOIUA, 0., May 27.—Ex-Secretary 


Foster gave out the following state- 
ment to the public yesterday: 
* 


"Words cannot express the deep dis- 


tress and humiliation I feel. If I could 
bear all the burden that my failure 
will entail it would be a sense of relief. 
It is no consolation to look back over a 
business life that has gained for me a 
position of confidence that has rarely 
been achieved; to know that I aided 
hunderds of people to maintain an hon- 
orable standing and to gain a compe- 
tency, and for some a 
largo de- 


gree 
of 
wealth. 
I 
know 
that 


now I have by my failure injured 
many people, but I hope none are ruined. 
When I returned from Washington 
I knew that my indorsements for the 
window glass companies and the Brass 
and 
Iron 
Works 
Co. were very 


large, so large in fact, as to induce me 
to fear that I would have to suspend at 
that time. I, however, prevailed upon 
a friend to give a large amount of help 
and felt confident that I could main- 
tain myself "and finally come out all 
right. 
Theso concerns owed more 


than I then supposed, and to add to 
my misfortunes the affairs of tho Fos- 
toria Light and Power Co., of which I 
am a large stockholder and indorser, 
proved to be In bad shape, finan- 
cially. Then came the 
unfortunate 


financial condition of the country. 
Everyone that I owed wanted his 
money and no one would lend. Pay- 
ments for glass, instead of being made 
in cash, were made in paper. Sales in 
fact came to a standstill. I struggled, 
seeking every possible means to tide 
over ths situation, until I am competed 
to assign. I did not give up the strug- 
gle till to-day, May 35. It will take 
the asignee some time to make- up the 
schedule of my affairs. In my affairs 
I include Poster & Co., the Croker, 
Hamburg and Calcined Glass Co., the 
brass and iron works, and the Foster 
Light and Power Co. 


"I can see plainly that in settling 


my affairs through the courts, thus 
competing my assets to be reduced to 
cash, largo sacrifices will be made. 
This being so, I cannot give encourage- 
ment that my debts will be paid in 
full. 


"The other concerns with which I am 


connected are all on a sound basis, ex- 
cept, possibly, Davis & Foster. They 
have a suplus of ?80,000, and ought to 
pay in full. My failure must doubtless 
cause a shock to the interests to the 
city, from which I am sure it will 
speedily recover. I believe our busi- 
nes? concerns are all in a sound and 
hea' thy condition, and tho two banks 
are especially strong. Depositors with 
them need not feel any alarm. 


"I sold my two blocks and four par- 


cels of land to Mr. llarkness when I 
arranged for a large sum of money, 
and have turned over to him my stock 
in Cunningham & Co. and tho Stave 
and Barrel Co. 


"I have given mortgages to two 


women who relied upon me to invest 
their money, it being all the property 
they have, amounting to about 64,000. 


"It is only just to myself to say that 


two things have caused, my down- 
fall. 
One was neglect 
of 
busi- 


ness, caused by my devotion to politics, 
and the other to an ovcrzealous desire 
to build up Fostoria. I don't know 
that at my time of life i ought to in- 
dulge in the hope of being able to re- 
pair my fortunes and pay my debts, 
debts, but I shall try, and it will bo 
the one end for which I shall live. In 
this hour of unspeakable distress I 
only ask tho generous judgment of tha 
public, a, public that will bo deeply 
shocked over the downfall of a man 
who has enjoyed their confidence to a 
rcmarkablo degree. 


"The aggregate omount of tho lia- 


bilities, including1 bank deposits, my 
individual debts, three giass com- 
panies, the Brass and Ironworks Co., 
the Light and Power Co., will be about 
£000,000. 
The assets on paper will 


more than cover the liabilities. 
Mr 


Wilkison has secured the school fund 
and the Building and Loan associatioK 
funds against loss."

Binding Twine a Saleable Article 


(it this Time. 


This is the height of the season for the 


wholesale dealers in binding twine. One 
firm in this city alone sells nearly 1,000,- 
000 pounds p»r year, while the oth^r 
dealers dispose of 250,000 pounds more 
The price is jast about the same tie last 
year, the retail price being from 10 cents 
to 14 oentc. The kinds mostly need oie 
sisal, standard anil maoilla. 


The sisal is the eh?npest in price while 


the manilla is the holiest. Standard is 
a mixture of sisal and manilla and is th 
twine that is the most largely used, being 
of a medium price. But very little hemp 
binding twine that grasshoppers will not 
eat, and as the grasshoppers do much 
damage in Dakota and other northwest- 
ern states by catting the bands on the 
sheaves, thus causing them to fij 
npnrt, 


it ie in demand out there. 


Jute twine ie b-it liitle used C.O.T, al- 


though B few yasrs ago it emd better 
than any other kind. Jute, hke ah oofl 
and short flbered twines, beooojea easily 
untwisted and does not lust well, often 
falling apart, it ie snid, of its own weight 
About two pounds of twite are used to 
the acre of gronucl.
